REMARKS 



Claims 16-18 have been cancelled. Claims 1-15 are pending. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-3, 5-7, 12-14, and 16-18 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as being 
anticipated by Heinonen et al. (U.S. 5,887,266), hereinafter Heinonen. 

Regarding claim 1, the Examiner stated that Heinonen discloses a smart card loading 
system for loading value over a telecommunications network onto a smart card, citing col. 1, 
lines 38-42 and col. 2, lines 22-42. Col. 1, lines 38-42, and col. 2, lines 22-42 of Heinonen does 
not discuss loading value onto a smart card.
